These famous words remind us of the value that has historically been placed on the surname 
we receive at birth. The tie that binds the individuals listed in this book is the surname 
"Whigham." Whether we actually bore that name at birth or inherited our connection through the | 
ancestry we share, each of us has a clear interest in those early Whigham's who came to America 
from Scotland via Ireland before the Revolutionary War. it 

The surname “Whigham,” along with its variants is one of the earliest recorded English 
surnames with the name first mentioned in the year 955 AD. It is first recorded in Scotland in the 
fifteenth century, though it is not believed to be native to Scotland but introduced over the border. 
The name went through a number of changes in Scotland until George Whigham in the early 
1700's changed the spelling to “Whigham.” The earliest mention of the name “Whigham” in 
County Down, Ireland, seems to be for a William Whigham, a tenant of the Meade estate in 
Moneysiane, in 1740. As our cousin, Terri Tait, discovered last year when she visited the Belfast, 
Ireland area, Whighams continue to live in Moneyslane, Drumgooland Parish even today.
